On June 2nd in Vilnius, meetings between the Lithuanian Communities of the world and the Lithuanian 
Parliament came to an end. The principal topic of discussion was a plan advanced by the community 
representatives to grant Lithuanian citizenship to persons now living abroad who were citizens of Lithuania 
between 1919 and 1940. The proposal would also allow children and grandchildren of those same members of 


the diaspora to become Lithuanian citizens as well. 


President Algirdas Brazauskas met personally with the delegations and commented that he and the Lithuanian 

jurists need to study this plan as the nature of the problems are very sensitive. World Lithuanian Community

delegate Rimas Cesonis reports from Vilnius that the Citizenship Commission of the Seimas is making drastic 


revisions to the plan. 
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
